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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


Daniel J. Mahoney, Chairman 
John A. McGarry, Clerk John B. Moyse 


To the Citizens of Natick: 


As the duties of the Selectmen during the year were many and 
of a varied character, it is impossible to give a complete report of the 
business of this office in this annual town report. There are, how- 
ever, a few matters of such vital interest to the citizens and taxpayers 
of our town that we feél they should be touched upon at this time. 


HEALTH AND SAFETY 


During the year the town suffered greatly from an epidemic of 
Scarlet Fever, Measles and Diphtheria. We believe the School Com- 
mittee and Board of Health should be commended for the very eff- 
cient handling of this situation. Believing money should not be 
spared in a crisis of this nature, the Selectmen granted both Boards 
the privilege of overdrawing their accounts for the year. 


One of the most important divisions of the Health Department 
is the Nursing Service and Child Health Clinic established during 
the year. The necessity Of such a department was called to the 
attention of the Selectmen by the Board of Health. We feel that 
the results obtained, by visits made by the nurse and the attendance 
record of babies and pre-school age children at the clinic, justifies 
the expense of this service. We sincerely hope this magnificent work 
so well handled by the Health Department will be made permanent. 


The proposed widening and straightening of Beaver Dam Brook 
by the Town of Framingham was thoroughly investigated. Many 
conferences were held with the Legislative Committee, Framingham 
Selectmen and State Board of Health. The Board of Select- 
men were thoroughly convinced that the health of the people of 
Natick would be protected in every way and have withdrawn all 
objections to the work. We wish to thank Representative J. J. 
Healy, Mr. George Fred Whitney, and Town Counsel John W. 
Brennan for their most valuable assistance in this investigation. 


During the year a reduction in street lighting rates by the Edi- 
son Electric Illuminating Company made it possible to install many 
new lights in different sections of the town and to increase the 
candlepower of others. 


The large six hundred candlepower lights for Main Street pro- 
vided for at Town Meeting last year were installed early in the year. 
The great good resulting from lights of this kind was so obvious 
that we installed similar lights on East Central Street from Wash- 
ington Street to Lincoln Square. The lighting of these streets has 
attracted much attention and wide-spread favorable comment. We 
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believe the safety of the public demands better lighting in Natick 
and recommend lights of this kind for West Central Street from 
Main to Cemetery Streets and on Washington Street from East 
Central Street to South Avenue this year. 


POLICE AND FIREMEN 


The Selectmen accepted an act of the Legislature effective 
October 1, 1927 granting our police officers one day off in eight. We 
also recommend favorable vote on Article 10 of this year’s Town 
Warrant calling for one day off in three for fireman. 


TAXES 


An effort was made during the year to check all expenditures in 
the hope that some relief might be given to taxpayers. We believe 
the ability of our taxpayers to meet the present day bills of our 
town has been reached if not passed. Natick has received for the 
past few years, by reason of having the highest tax rate in the State 
of Massachusetts, advertising which is most undesirable. After 
carefully studying the situation, the Selectmen recommend that a 
special effort be made to bring about equality in the burden of 
taxation and a most rigid investigation of all appropriations. 


STREET IMPROVEMENTS 


The subject of streets is so important that it deserves much 
attention by the voters and taxpayers. This year appropriations 
will be asked for building twelve new streets under the Betterment 
Act. The Selectmen recognize the fact that abuttors have a just 
claim in each case but the cost of all is so great that we ask the 
voters to give each individual street most careful attention. 


THAT TRENCH DIGGER 


Much has been printed about the refusal of the Selectmen to 
pay for this machine. The majority of the Board of Selectmen were 
and still are of the opinion that the Board of Public Works assumed 
more authority than is contemplated by the statute when they 
brought this Digger into Natick. It would entail much work to 
give the citizens of the town the story in detail in this report and 
we are of the opinion that it would naturally be considered our side 
of the story only, therefore, wholly unsatisfactory. For that reason 
we have inserted in the Town Warrant Articles No. 24, 25 and 26 
so that all may hear the complete story and express themselves if 
they so desire. 


In conclusion, we wish to say we are grateful to the citizens 
of Natick for the opportunity to work for the town. It was a task 
well worth while, one that we were proud to have placed upon us. 
We wish to thank the various Town Officials for assistance and co- 
operation given during the year.

REPORT OF GYPSY AND BROWN TAIL 
MOTH 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1927 


The Gypsy Moth increase in Natick this year has been slight. There 
are few places that are badly infested, but they are quite plentiful in 
most sections of the town. We did some more spraying the past season 
along the highways, which undoubtedly helped to make our favorable 
conditions compared to most other sections of the state. 


They have multiplied in alarming numbers in many sections of the 
state. All through the Cape sections, also along the Newburyport Turn- 
pike, near Newburyport, and near Groton, Mass., there was heavy 
defoliation. Our nearest defoliated area was in our neighboring town 
of Sherborn. 

The State figures the past season there was 133,000 acres defoliated 
by the Gypsy Moth, which goes to show we must keep busy. We are 
in need of spraying equipment. The machines we have have become 
useless for high-power spraying, for which they were never built. We 
were fortunate the past season to be able to hire the Holliston machine, 
but it made us late, as we had to wait for them to get through with 
it and we had to have the Holliston man come with it, which we did 
not like to do. He also did not care to come here, but did it for 
accommodation. 


The Brown Tail Moth in Natick is almost extinct at present, but 
they have many in some localities.

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REPORT OF TREE WARDEN 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1927 


The work has been carried on along the same lines as previous 
years. A vast amount of dead wood has had to be removed and some 
trimming around electric lights has been done. We have had more 
dead trees this past year than we ever had before, 26 in number, 
and 4 had to be removed: on account of being in driveways and 
street and one beautiful large elm tree on South Main Street we took 
the top off for the Public Works Department, as they undermined it 
and made it dangerous. This makes 31 trees we have lost this year 
and only 20 new trees have been planted. There should be more plant- 
ing and a vast amount of trimming around the arc lights so the town 
can have the benefit of same, but these activities are necessarily limited 
on account of lack of funds. The Edison Electric Company have em- 
ployed us to trim around the wires, to better our service, and though 
some limbs have to be cut we do not like, the town has been a gainer 
in the amount of dead wood removed and tops of dead trees removed 
at their expense that the town would otherwise have to pay for.

We are asking the townspeople this year to help us in procuring a 
safer road to the Bath House and to the Town Dump. With the 
exception of about 300 feet, this road is over Park Land. This road 
is very narrow and crooked arid almost impassable during the Fall and 
Spring of the year, owing to the heavy loads hauled to the Dump. 
Many of these loads are spilled along the way because of the rough 
road and some get stuck and leave them there for us to clean up. 


We hope to be able to place two guards on duty at the Bathing 
Beach this Summer, so that we will receive protection for the bathers 
all day. 


We have built two sanitaries at the Town Park Grove for the con- 
venience of parties using the Grove.

We also had a fence erected 
along Park Land at the rear of land of abuttors on Pond Street.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


The Department of Health hereby submit their report for the year 
1927 

The Board organized in March with Dr. James E. Vance, Chair- 
man, Lewis B. Clay, Secretary, and Thomas F. Morris, Agent. 

Dr. Thomas A. Doyle was appointed Dairy and Milk Inspector, 
also Meat, Provision and Slaughtering Inspector. 

William Todd and C. K. Barker were re-appointed Plumbing In- 
spectors. 

William H. Kane was appointed Burial Officer for dead animals. 

The Garbage Collection contract was awarded to Thomas Lydon. 

During 1927 we had an epidemic of Scarlet Fever. The expendi- 
ture for the care of these cases at the Homeeopathic prides Hospital 
necessitated a call for an Emergency appropriation of $3,000 

At this time the Board, with the approval of the Seloeien: ap- 
pointed a Public Health nurse, and Mary H. Hunter, R.N., is now 
serving in this capacity. 

The following health procedures have been inaugurated during the 
past year. 

Toxin-antitoxin Clinic—Immunization against Diphtheria. 

Child Hygiene work—Clinics for the babies and all children of 
pre-school age. 

Underweight Clinics—for the detection of hilum tuberculosis in 
children. We have applied to the State Department of Health for 
this service, and examinations will be conducted in the near future.

There were 183 deaths during the past year, exclusive of 17 still- 
born. Males 96, females 87. 

A summary of the work undertaken since my appointment to the 
Department of Health, and an outline of our 1928 program is as follows: 

Regular office hours are kept daily from 9-10 A. M. and 4-5 P. M. 
During this time, permits are issued and routine office work attended to. 
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Contagious follow-up occupied most of my time during the first 
month as there was an epidemic of Scarlet Fever in town. Nearly 200 
home calls were made on suspect and positive cases of Scarlet Fever, 
Diphtheria and Measles. With the closing of school and the advent of 
warm weather, the epidemic abated. During the early fall months, there 
was no serious outbreak of disease. Four cases of Infantile Paralysis 
were reported in Natick during the widespread epidemic. One of these 
cases was adult. Of the three children, two had very mild cases and 
are now entirely recoyered. The other child is receiving intensive 
treatment and is showing marked improvement. 


The State Toxin-antitoxin clinic, run in conjunction with the local 
Board and the School Department, immunized more than 50 per cent 
of the school children. This cuts the chances of an epidemic in half, 
and as this service will continue each year we hope to stamp out Diph- 
theria in Natick. 


Supervision and follow-up work in Tuberculosis is part of the 
work of the Health Department. A detail report of each case is made 
to the State Department of Health by the nurse on the local Board... The 
following facts will be of interest: 


We have in Natick fifty-six (56) reported cases of Tuberculosis. 
Ten of these cases were reported during 1927. Of the 56 cases, eleven 
are now receiving treatment at the Rutland State Sanatorium. Two 
children are receiving Sanatorium treatment and two are receiving care 
at home. In the families of these cases there are over forty children 
who have been exposed to tuberculosis in the home. The Underweight 
Clinic—a State Health Department recommendation—for the examina- 
tion of all underweight children and the detection of hilum tubercu- 
losis, will greatly facilitate our work of locating all suspicious cases 
and giving the special follow-up and supervision so necessary to the 
future health of the child. 


Our Child Hygiene work was started with a State Conference 
December 29th and 30th. State physicians examined nearly fifty chil- 
dren in these two days. 


Our weekly clinics are held on Thursday afternoons, and the inter- 
est shown by the mothers is most gratifying. Natick physicians are 
co-operating by giving both their services and support. Mrs. Esther 
Mellor, R.N., works with me at the clinic each Thursday afternoon, and 
her support and help has been greatly appreciated. 


The equipment for the Clinic was donated by the Natick Rotary 
Club. This gift enabled us to establish the Clinic this year and has 
been a very definite service to the. mothers of Natick. 


A small appropriation has been asked for this year, for use in the 
Clinic, and with outside co-operation our work in this branch of service 
will increase. 


We are indebted to the Selectmen, and other Town Officials, for 
the interest shown in our problems, and the additional room we now 
have for this work through their efforts in our behalf. 


Many other friendly and helpful services have been given, and 
each has been greatly appreciated. ‘The Women’s Alliance of Unity 
Church sewed blankets for the babies, and a friend gave us a large 
feather pillow. The gift, donated by the Rotary Club, of warm cloth- 
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ing, sheep-lined socks and blanket to a young boy entering Rutland 
Sanatorium for treatment was also much appreciated.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


To the Annual Town Meeting of Natick, Mass., March, 1928. 


The Planning Board respectfully presents the following report for 
the year 1927, the eleventh since the election of the first board in Natick. 
The members and officers for the year were: 


Horace B. Gale, Chairman Miss Mabel F. Burleigh

In co-operation with the Committee on Revision of By-Laws, and 
as directed by vote of the Town, the Board submits to the people of 
Natick this year a draft of Building Regulations. These include all 
regulations relating to buildings in the present By-Laws, with the addi- 
tions required to make a complete code for all classes of structures and 
to provide for the inspection necessary to make any code effective. 


Your Board have given much time to this work, have held many 
meetings and conferences and have studied a great many widely differ- 
ent building codes recently adopted by New England towns and cities 
of similar size and character to Natick. We have also compared these 
codes with the model building codes recommended for small dwelling 
construction by the Building Code Committee of the United States 
Department of Commerce. We have included in the Natick rules what- 
ever seemed necessary to assure the man who builds a home of a safe, 
durable and sanitary dwelling, reasonably protected against fire and with 
space enough around it to admit the light and air requisite for health; 
but have discarded much in other codes that seemed not well adapted 
to local needs or liable to add unnecessarily to the cost of building. As 
a result, our draft is shorter than any equally comprehensive set of 
building regulations that we have seen, though long in comparison to 
what Natick has had heretofore. 


In drawing up these regulations, the Board has adhered to its 
original plan of making use of the unpaid services of its own members, 
assisted by conference with members of the local building trades, 
‘instead of employing a high-priced expert from outside. While this 
method has consumed more time, we believe that the Town has not only 
been saved a large expense, but that it will now have a code much 
better adapted to its local needs, and less liable to increase building 
costs unnecessarily, than would have been obtained otherwise. 


In arrangement of subjects and numbering of sections, our code 
complies with the uniform practice recommended by Secretary Hoover’s 
national committee as a standard for present and future building codes. 
It provides for the appointment of a competent Inspector of Buildings 
and defines his powers and duties; provides for the issue of permits 
for building operations, and for a Board of Appeal to settle any disputed 
question that may arise under the rules. It classifies buildings according 
to their type of construction and use, and prescribes rules for the safe 
and honest construction of each class, including quality of materials, 
foundations, floors, walls, roofs, height limits, protection against fire, 
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safeguarding of chimneys and heating appliances, fire stopping, electrical 
equipment, plumbing, etc. 


The new regulations will not alter or affect any building already 
built and located; but they will protect present and future home owners 
against further damage caused by the erection of flimsy and dangerous 
structures adjoining ‘their property, or by the crowding of dwelling 
houses up to the edge of the lot, or by the projection of stores or like 
buildings to the street line in residential districts. In these and other 
ways they cannot fail to do much to preserve and increase property 
values in the Town. 


We wish to acknowledge help received from the builders in Natick 
and from members of the Plumbers’ Union in the drafting of the chap- 
ter on plumbing. This will replace the plumbing regulations now in 
force, and being less drastic in certain requirements, will tend to reduce 
the cost of plumbing work in some cases, without detracting from its 
quality or safety. Of this chapter the Chairman of the State Board 
of Examiners of Plumbers writes: “I have read through carefully your 
draft'of the plumbing laws for Natick, and this code seems to me to be 
very fine indeed.” While not claiming as much for the whole code, we 
may add that the chapters on building have been approved by the prac- 
tical builders to whom they have been submitted, and we believe that the 
code, with its provisions for competent inspection, should at least put 
an end to jerry building in Natick, besides preserving our streets from 
encroachments beyond building lines, that, if allowed to continue, would 
not only destroy the beauty of a street and damage all property on it, 
but would also in many cases prevent any widening that future traffic 
needs might require. 


The thing remaining to be done, to fill out the code in all respects, 
is to complete the chapter on zoning by fixing the boundaries of resi- 
dence, business, and manufacturing districts on a map of the town. To 
do this satisfactorily to all neighborhoods will require more time than 
is available to us before the coming annual town meeting; but any 
future action on zoning will not affect the sections of the code already 
finished. Therefore we recommend that the regulations now submitted, 
which cover the construction and inspection of new buildings, and for 
which the demand is most urgent, be i in the By-Laws at this 
annual town meeting.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS TO THE 
SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


I submit herewith my sixth annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools. 

This review of the year’s work includes the summarized reports of 
supervisors, special teachers, supervisor of elementary schools, and 
senior high school principal. Particular attention is directed to the 
statistical data dealing with attendance and school costs for the last 
ten years, which period antedates the establishment of the junior high 
school.

A study of the enrolment figures for this ten-year period discloses 
several interesting facts: 


First: There were fewer pupils in the elementary schools in the 
middle of the period than at the beginning. 

Second: The last half of the decade has witnessed a steady growth 
in both elementary schools and high school. 
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Third: The high school has doubled its membership. Every year 
but one has registered an increase. 


The growth of the high school is accountable for a large part of 
the increase in school expenses.

The steady mounting of school costs during the past decade has 
been due to three main causes: 


First, an increase in teachers’ salaries. 
For elementary teachers, more than one hundred and fourteen 
per cent. 
For high school teachers, nearly ninety per cent. 
In 1917, elementary teachers were paid a maximum of $700; 
in 1927, a maximum of $1500. 
In 1917, high school teachers received $900 as a maximum; in 
1927, $1700 was the maximum. 


Second, an increase in the number of teachers due to increased 
enrolment. 
In 1917, there were sixty teachers; in 1927, the teaching staff 
numbered eighty-five. 

Third, an increase in expenditures for repairs and improvements. 
During the war and for a few years afterwards, repairs were 
somewhat neglected, due to insufficient appropriations. ne 
It has been our policy to put all buildings in good condition 
and make replacements when needed.

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The information contained in the above table was taken from the 
latest report of the State Department of Education. It is given a place 
in this report for the purpose of showing that Natick when compared 
with neighboring towns has practiced reasonable economy in the man- 
agement of its schools. The average per capita cost in the state for 
ee opera education is $132.79, for elementary school education is 
94.15. 


All the towns above listed with the exception of Wellesley are at 
or below the state average. Norwood, while above the state average 
for its high school, is below state average for elementary schools and 
still spends $19.34 per pupil more than Natick does for elementary edu- 
cation. 


THE NEW ORGANIZATION 


The so-called six-three-three plan of organization which was ex- 
plained in detail in the 1925 school report together with a proposal for 
the discontinuance of the Wilson School was carried into effect on the 
opening of schools in September. 


This change in organization is of far reaching significance, affecting 
as it does the educational program of nearly every school in town. 


The creation of the Junior High Unit withdraws the seventh and 
eighth grades from the elementary schools and the freshman class from 
the Senior High School. 


The overcrowded conditions that prevailed in the High School have 
been relieved and congestion has been materially reduced in the Bacon, 
Oak Grove and West Natick Schools. 


The September enrolment for each unit in the school system is 
shown in the following tables.

COOLIDGE JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL 


In establishing a junior high school, the town aligns itself with 
the trend of modern thought regarding educational theory and practice. 


The adoption of the six-three-three plan of organization, which is 
the one most frequently used in Massachusetts, was decided upon after 
a careful investigation of junior high schools in Newton, Quincy, Nor- 
wood, Watertown, Belmont, Framingham and Wellesley. A great deal 
of aid in formulating our courses was derived from a ahs of the 
curriculums of these schools. 


The program of studies which is being tried out this year is shown 
herewith: 
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Practical Arts for the boys consists of Woodworking, Mechanical 


_ Drawing and Printing; and for the girls, of Foods, Clothing and Home- 


making. 

Commercial subjects consist of Junior Business, Typewriting and 
Bookkeeping. 

General Language is a course to prepare pupils for the study of 
a foreign language. ; 

College preparatory pupils should elect foreign languages. Pupils 
preparing for Liberal Arts Colleges should elect Latin. 
_ The school day consists of six fifty-minute periods with the excep- 
tion of Thursday and Friday when there will be seven shorter periods. 


CREDITS 


One hundred twenty credits are required for graduation from the 
senior high school. Sixty credits should be earned in the junior high 
and sixty in the senior high school. 

Prepared subjects such as Mathematics and English count full credit 
for each period taken; unprepared subjects are given one-half credit. 
For example, five periods of English count five credits, while four 
periods of Practical Arts count only two credits. 


SUPERVISION OF ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 


Aside from the reorganization of the school system, the outstand- 
ing accomplishment of the schools the past year was the improvement 
of the instruction and management of the elementary classroom teachers 
under the direction of the Supervisor of Elementary Schools. 

Much helpful advice has been given on problems of discipline, 
methods of teaching, professional reading and improvement of courses. 
Young teachers unaccustomed to the difficulties arising from dealing 
with large numbers of children of varying abilities have been benefitted 
by wise counsel and generous encouragement. The teachers long in ser- 
vice have welcomed the stimulating and timely messages which the 
supervisor has brought to them in teachers’ meetings, conferences and 
personal interviews. 

Superintendent Burke of the Boston Schools in his annual report 
discusses the need of supervision in the regular school subjects. He 
says: “There are many basal subjects that doubtless because of their 
worthiness and antiquity are not honored with expert supervision. 
Among these subjects are mathematics including arithmetic, the English 
language and its literature, history and geography in the elementary 
grades; and practically all of the so-called academic subjects in sec- 
ondary grades. We must not appear to discredit the effective work of 
our supervisory force in their specialties, neither can we remain indif- 
ferent to the need of competent supervision in the traditional subjects 
of the school.” 

Our schools are receiving expert supervision, the kind advocated 
by Superintendent Burke. 


FELCHVILLE SCHOOL 


The addition of two rooms to the Felchville School, making a total 
of six rooms, has relieved long-standing, overcrowded conditions, and 
has permitted the organization of the school on a single-grade basis. 
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This change in grading, together with the improvement in physical con- 
ditions, namely, heating and sanitation, has increased the efficiency of 
the school fifty per cent. 


NORTH NATICK SCHOOL 


Pursuant to a vote of the town at its last annual meeting, the School 
Committee with the generous co-operation of an advisory committee 
from the North Natick Improvement Association, made extensive re- 
pairs on the one-room school in North Natick and fitted it for the use 
of the first and second grades. The building was ready for occupancy 
in September and twenty-four children who would have attended the 
Felchville School are now being taught in their own district. 


PORTABLE BUILDING AT. EAST: NATICN 


Soon after the opening of the fall term, the membership in each 
room of the East Natick School exceeded the statutory limit of fifty 
pupils. The small teacher’s room afforded such limited space that the 
third teacher could not do justice to the children. In fact, all three 
teachers were working under severe handicaps. It became necessary 
to transport pupils to another school or provide an additional room. 
The latter course was chosen and a portable building of sufficient size 
to accommodate forty-eight pupils was erected in less than three weeks: 
The school was regraded and the teachers were given approximately 
the same number of pupils. The enrolment for the building is one 
hundred and four. 

It should be emphasized that a portable building is for temporary 
use and is utilized to meet an emergency. 

The recommendation made in last year’s report that steps should 
be taken to enlarge the building is here renewed. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 
In concluding this report, I respectfully ask consideration for the 
following measures: 
1. An addition for the East Natick School. 


2. The appointment of a committee to investigate and report on 
the need of a new elementary school in the centre of the town. 


3. Grading and fencing the grounds of the Junior High School.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 

All of our children go through the elementary schools and many 
of them never go any further, therefore the aim of this department must 
be to train the mass of our people for a useful, happy living. Such 
training must be twofold in its nature, caring on the one hand, for the 
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tool subjects as reading, writing, arithmetic, and spelling and on the 
other hand, for the problem and appreciation studies, as geography, 
history, music and art. This must be the plan if we are to fit our . 
boys and girls to go into the outside world prepared to think straight, 
decide for themselves, and appreciate the finer things of life. With 
this hope of not only giving information and power but forming right 
attitudes and habits, the following activities, materials and means of 
education have been tried out:

Hearing tested with Audiometer 

Corrective Classes 

Clinic Work 

Weighing and Measuring 

Physical Instruction 
New program—Danish—rhythmics—corrective tests—admis- 
sion—grading—individual help

In a report of this briefest kind only the highlights can be touched 
and those only in a topical way, but behind all our work is a constant 
study and care for the individual differences of our children and the 
needs of our community. This means study, friendly adjustment, and 
improvement on the part of pupils, teachers and parents as well as the 
supervisor, which leads me to express my deep appreciation for the fine 
co-operation of all those connected with our elementary schools.

SUMMARY OF SPECIAL REPORTS 


Senior High School 
The report of the principal includes three recommendations which 
have the approval of the committee and superintendent. 


First recommendation— 

That there be three full years of commercial work in the senior 
high school, preceded by introductory business courses in the junior 
high school. This means the addition of new courses in Commercial 
Arithmetic, Office Practice, Business English and Correspondence and 
Office Appliances. 
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Second recommendation— 

That vocational courses be established to meet the needs of students 
whose education ends with the high school. This measure calls for 
the enlargement of present facilities. All rooms are now in use, not- 
withstanding the withdrawal of the Freshmen. 


Third recommendation— 

That an additional teacher be employed to give instruction in 
mechanical drawing. 
Medical Inspection 

The work of the school physicians consisted chiefly of physical 
examinations and the issuing of certificates. : 

The school nurse accompanied the physicians on all visits. The 
summary of her work follows:

Physical Education 
The work of this department is divided as follows: 
Director McGuinness has charge of the activities of the boys 
in the junior and senior high schools, including the coaching 
of the major sports; the girls in the junior and senior high 
schools are taught by Miss Morrill and the elementary schools 
are in charge of Miss Porter. 
The program has. included gymnastics, corrective exercises, 
games and simple apparatus work. 
Every girl from the seventh grade up through the senior high school 
has two periods a week in the gymnasium. 


Art 

In addition to the regular work of the curriculum, the department 
has co-operated with various organizations engaged in public welfare 
activities. During the year the pupils designed no less than sixty-four 
posters; responding to calls from the Library, Woman’s Club and 
DeMolay Chapter. 

Three 1927 graduates entered Art Schools in September. 
Music 

The aim is to arouse a love for music and a personal interest in 
some particular branch of the subject. 

The following plan of work is employed.

Americanizatton 


Classes meet in the Coolidge Junior High School every Tuesday 
and Thursday evening from seven to nine o'clock. No less than 
twelve nationalities are studying English and traveling the road to 
citizenship. The countries represented are Italy, Albania, Greece, Rus- 
sia, France, Sweden, Canada, the Philippines, Czecho-Slovakia, Cuba, 
Poland and Ireland. 


Two mothers’ classes of Non-English speaking people, conducted 
in the homes of the members in the afternoon, and an evening class 
for men at the rooms of the Italian-American Club, provided educa- 
Sipe opportunities fer those who would not or could not come to the 
school. 


A visit to our Americanization classes would convince the most 
skeptical of the value of the work. Greater interest and co-operation 
on the part of social welfare agencies is very much needed at the present 
time. We are ready to use any avenue of approach to our adult alien 
population that seems practicable. 


BOYS AND GIRLS’ CLUB ACTIVITIES 


Two hundred eighty-five boys and girls are enrolled in room beauti- 
ful, clothing, handicraft, food, garden, canning and pig clubs. This 
work was carried on under the supervision of thirteen local volunteer 
leaders. Mary Hoey served as junior director, and contributed greatly 
to the success of the club work. During the year she was also elected 
president of the junior directors at their county-wide organization meet- 
ing. 

Tony Franciose was awarded the Massachusetts Horticultural 
Society medal for outstanding garden club work. Natick was the only 
town in the county to have three county champions—Donald Adams 
winning the poultry championship; Mary Hoey, canning; and Roger 
Shaler, handicraft. George Jackson, Peter Valli, and Vivian Arnold 
were awarded the two-day trip to the Massachusetts Agricultural Col- 
lege for doing outstanding club work. 


PLAYGROUNDS 


Activities for the girls included: basketry, sewing, painting, tennis, 
quoits, checkers, volleyball, basketball and dancing. Miss Dorothy A. 
Ryan was in charge of dancing this year, in addition to her work as 
Director of the Bacon Street Playground. Wednesday afternoons were 
given over to this feature and the work of the youngsters in the final 
exhibition was a tribute to. Miss Ryan and her assistants. Activities 
for the boys included: baseball, basketball, quoits and tennis. Con- 
siderable enthusiasm was manifested in the senior and junior baseball 
leagues; Felchville winning the championship in the senior division and 
Bacon in the junior division. 

The season closed with an interesting exhibition of handwork and 
folk dancing at the high school auditorium.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON FELCHVILLE SCHOOL 
PLAYGROUNDS 


January, 1928. 

Under ariieie 68 of the Town Warrant of 1927, the Annual Town 
Meeting voted to appoint a committee to investigate the possibility of 
acquiring land and the cost for the enlargement of the Felchville School 
Playgrounds for piayground purposes. 

Your committee, after investigating the land adjacent to the school, 
are unanimous in recommending to the voters the acquiring of land now 
owned by Ellen A. Murphy and the estate of Henry F. Felch, compris- 
ing an area of approximately 156,300, or three and one-half acres. The 
owners have placed $10,000 as the purchase price of the entire area. 

At the present time the playing area of the Felchville School is 
confined to the front of the building and it is re loc aa for the large 
number of children attending the school. 


At the present time, the town has no land in the north part of the 
town which may be used for playground purposes. Because of the 
price and its availability to all sections of the Felchville and North 
Natick, your committee consider it worthy of most serious considera- 
tion at this time. 


The section where the proposed playground is located is fast be- 
coming a residential section and in a few years the price of the land 
may become considerably higher.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON FELCHVILLE SCHOOL 
ADDITION 


January, 1928. 
To the Citizens of the Town of Natick: 


At the adjourned Town Meeting of 1926, it was voted to erect and 
equip an addition to the Felchville School, and $30,000 was appropriated 
for that purpose. Of this amount, $3,000 was taken from the current 
tax levy and $27,000 was borrowed on notes of the Town over a period 
of fifteen years. 

To the four-room Felchville Schcol Building, your committee voted 
to add two rooms on the West side. These rooms are large, well lighted 
and have a seating capacity of 40 pupils each. They are equipped with 


modern furniture and electric lighting throughout. Each room is pro- 


vided with a large closet for storage purposes. A teacher’s rest room 
and toilet are also incorporated on the second floor. 

Your Committee found the toilet facilities for pupils in the original 
building entirely inadequate and unsanitary. It was therefore neces- 
sary to install an entire new system of toilets and plumbing fixtures and 
remove the rooms to the first floor from the basement. To properly 
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care for sewage, an automatic pumping system with a septic tank were 
installed. Faulty drainage in the original school cellar was corrected. 
A new boiler was added to the original heating plant and better heating 
facilities were provided for the building throughout. A piano was pur- 
chased for one of the classrooms. The building was occupied by pupils 
March 7, 1927. The expenditures were as follows:

The ‘Committee appointed by the Moderator, under Article 53, at 
the Annual Town Meeting of 1927 to investigate the advisability of 
procuring land for athletic purposes in East Natick submits the follow- 
ing report.

This plot is inadequate for playground purposes and situated on a heavy 
travelled thoroughfare is not considered satisfactory. 


Owing to the rapid development of real estate in this section, we 
would recommend that the Town take immediate steps to procure land 
to insure suitable playground in the future and that the Committee be 
appointed to bring any recommendations as to sites and the approximate 
cost at a future Town Meeting.

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REPORT OF COOLIDGE JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL BUILDING 
COMMITTEE 


The Building Committee for the erection of a Junior High School 
submits its final report. 


The generous gift of the Coolidge heirs in offering the two and a 
half acre tract bounded by Cottage and Webster Streets, School Street 
Extension and the property of the Maria Hayes Home, was accepted by 
the town at its meeting of March 18, 1926. At this time, also, it was 
voted to take by right of eminent domain the properties owned by F. R. 
Mullen, Catherine Kearns and John T. Naphen, and Selectmen were 
instructed to petition the Legislature to borrow the $300,000 outside 
the debt limit for the purpose of erecting a Junior High School thereon. 
The taking of these properties cost the town $28,103.50, of which $7,300 
was returned to the town upon the sale of these houses. At the town 
meeting of March 22, 1927, this amount was turned back to your Com- 
mittee. 


After thorough investigation, McLaughlin and Burr, 88 Tremont 
Street, Boston, were chosen as the architects. Since the Junior High 
School system requires the housing of all seventh, eighth and ninth- 
grade pupils in one building and in order to provide for future growth, 
it was found, upon careful study of the school situation that a twenty- 
five-room building was essential. 


The architects, receiving instructions to proceed upon this basis, 
brought in plans and specifications for a twenty-five-room building with 
combination auditorium and gymnasium, having a seating capacity of 
eight hundred. These plans allowed for a Junior High organization of 
sixteen classrooms and four special rooms, with five rooms for expan- 
sion. These five rooms might be. used by five elementary grades from 
the Wilson School until such time as needed by the Junior High or- 
ganization, which according to the school census will be within the next 


ten years. 


These plans were accepted by your Committee, and the architects 
instructed to advertise for bids. Fifteen reliable contractors responded, 
with bids ranging from $248,324 to $298,000. As the lowest bid was 
$10,324 higher than your Committee could allow for this part of this 
work, it was voted to request the architects to confer with the five 
lowest bidders in an effort to reduce costs. As a result of this confer- 
ence, the contract was awarded to A. F. Smiley Construction Company 
of Pawtucket, R. I., at their original bid of $248,324. In accepting this 
estimate, your committee had an agreement with the contractor whereby 
this figure was to be reduced provided three rooms were not finished, 
but with a further agreement, if the committee so decided on or before 
April 1, 1927, to complete the entire building for the original estimate. 
At the committee’s request, the Advisory Board recommended and the 
Town at the meeting on March 22, 1927, made an additional appropria- 
tion of $17,624—$7,300 of which was the amount received by the Town 
from the sale of the houses, and $10,324 to finish the three rooms 
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above referred to, thus bringing the total appropriation to $317,624. 
Additions to the amount of $11,060.15 and deductions totalling $13, 474.00 
made the net contract $245,910. 15. 


The contracts and specifications were signed August 31, 1926, and 
work was started immediately. The contract for draining Pegan Brook 
under the building was given to the Natick Board of Public Works, 
who, in the opinion of your Committee, were best qualified to take care 
of this problem. 


The building is constructed of Harvard Antique Brick, with fire- 
proof corridors and boiler room and metal lathe and hard plaster 
throughout. It contains twenty classrooms, a library, teachers’ rest 
room, master’s office, dental clinic, a sewing room, science room, cook- 
ing and food preparation rooms, cafeteria, woodworking and printing 
shops, and a combination auditorium and gymnasium. With the excep- 
tion of three of the rooms being used by the lower grades, the chairs 
in the science room and the benches in the woodworking shop, all the 
rooms have been furnished with the best possible modern equipment. 
The rooms excepted were supplied with such furniture as was modern 
and in good condition and which could be spared from the High and 
Wilson Schools. The benches and tools in the woodworking shop were 
those which had been in use in the Manual Training Department. Pro- 
vision has been made by a conduit system whereby at some future time 
loud speakers in every room may be connected with the master’s office 
thereby enabling pupils to receive the benefit of broadcasts of educa- 
tional value without leaving their rooms. A standard moving picture 
booth has been erected in the balcony of the auditorium. The Com- 
mittee regrets that lack of funds made it impossible to supply a moving 
picture machine and a stage drop curtain and screen. 


The building is heated by steam with the most modern and approved 
ventilating system. The wardrobes, which are built into the walls of 
each room, and are supplied with individual coat-hangers, are thor- 
oughly ventilated and afford an opportunity for constant supervision 
by the teacher. 


The cafeteria and food preparation room contain the latest appli- 
ances, including electric refrigerator and ice cream chest, bread and 
meat slicers, steam table, etc. The gymnasium is well equipped, fur- 
nished with a high-grade Baby Grand piano and supplied with boys’ 
and girls’ shower and locker room. The building is connected with the 
fire alarm system and supplied with eighteen approved fire extinguishers, 
thus giving ample emergency fire protection. 


The building was ready for occupancy when the schools opened on 
September 7, 1927, and it gives the Committee great satisfaction that 
a building of this size was completed in just a year from breaking of 
ground. 


The formal dedication was held Tuesday evening, January 17, 
1928, the principle address of the evening being delivered by Hon. 
Payson Smith, Commissioner of Education of Massachusetts. Six 
members of the Coolidge family honored the town by their presence on 
this evening and Mr. William H. Coolidge gave an interesting history 
of the Coolidge family and their reasons for feeling that the land upon 
which this school stands should be given for the benefit of the towns- 
people. It is interesting to note that his brother, the late Louis A. 
Coolidge, delivered the address at the dedication of the Senior High 
School on March 4, 1914. 
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The Committee wishes to thank the present and former town 
officials who have so willingly aided them in their work and to express 
their deep appreciation to the architect, Mr. G. Houston Burr, and the 
Superintendent of Schools, Mr. Frederic W. Kingman for their unfail- 
ing and unselfish interest in the problems of the Committee and for the 
invaluable assistance which they rendered them.

To the Citizens of the Town of Natick: 

We have the honor to present the Seventh Annual Report of the 
Board of Public Works. 

Eliot Street, which was partially completed last year, has been 
completed to the Sherborn line. 

With the completion of Eliot Street, the Board of Public Works 
has succeeded in obtaining grants from the State and the County dur- 
ing the last five years, of $97,420 to aid the Town in rebuilding roads. 

During the five years preceding organization of the Board of Public 
Works, the total amount from State and County was only $18,340. 

The six-inch water main on North Main Street was replaced by 
ten and twelve-inch mains from the junction of North Main Street 
and Washington Avenue to Water Street. It was expected to lay the 
main to Worcester Street but on account of difficulties met with and 
described in the report of the Superintendent, the work was discon- 
tinued in December at Water Street and will be resumed in the Spring 
-and carried through to Worcester Street. 

The construction of the sewer on North Main Street was carried 
on at the same time and was discontinued in December and the work 
will be taken up and completed in the Spring. 


When the voters at the Annual Town Meeting in 1927 voted to 


construct the sewer on North Main Street and also to replace the old 
six-inch cement-lined water pipe, the Board of Public Works realizing 
the nature of the work and with the knowledge and advice of the sub- 
committee on Water and Sewer of the Advisory Committee, decided 
to purchase an excavator, as the cut for the sewer construction was to 
be from eighteen to twenty feet deep. 
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There was no way of bringing the matter before the Town Meeting 
and the purchase of the machine was so manifestly an act of economy, 
that it might have been neglect of duty not to have bought it. 

The Board of Public Works was advised by Counsel that under the 
power granted to the Town and to its Agents when the Water Svstem 
was incorporated and which powers were transmitted to the Board of 
Public Works and successors of the Natick Water Department, it had 
ample power and right to buy the excavator. 

More than sufficient money was in the hands of the Town Treasurer 
to the credit of the Board of Public Works than was necessary to pay 
for the apparatus and leave a balance for all interest and other charges. 

The Board of Selectmen, however, took a different view of the 
matter and although the Town Counsel’s opinion was that the bill must 
be paid, the machine remains unpaid for. 

Five of the Filter Beds were reconstructed during the year, leaving 
two remaining, which owing to the wet weather in the early Fall, were 
not reconstructed. 


Both the Water and Sewer Pumping Systems are functioning well, 
as may be seen from the reports of their engineers.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the Board of Public Works: 
Gentlemen : 


Permit me to present the following report of the activities and 
financial standing of the Department of Public Works for the year 
ending December 31, 1927, together with general recommendations for 
the year 1928. 


Tables accompanying this report give all the data relative to the 
streets constructed either of macadam or gravel, the streets treated with 


bituminous materials, drain laid, and streets built under the Better- 
ment Act.

GENERAL 


After the Town Meeting was concluded last spring and the money 
appropriated for the various divisions of the Public Works Department 
the commissioners deemed it necessary to purchase a trench-digger with 
a skimmer attachment. 


With the extremely wet and stormy weather that prevailed through- 
out the year, one-third of the work that was laid out would not have 
been finished if a machine had not been used. 

On the North Main Street Water and Sewer Job if a digging 
machine was not used another appropriation would have been asked 
for this year to complete the work. All sorts of earth conditions were 
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encountered, ledge, quicksand, and sliding sand and gravel. Several 
hundred feet that had an average cut of twenty feet was through quick- 
sand, and it was necessary to excavate two feet lower and fill with 
screened stone to insure a sound footing for the pipes. 

The machine was used to good advantage on street drains, rebuild- 
ing sewer beds, excavating the sub-soil on the streets built under the 
Betterment Act, as well as the excavating done on the macadam streets. 

The machine not alone helps to lessen hand labor and do good work, 
but increases the output considerably. 

When it is taken into consideration that it was the cheapest machine 
on the market that could excavate to a depth of twenty feet and with 
a skimmer attachment that could remove any kind of pavement, and as 
this type machine rents for at least sixty dollars per day it was a good 
investment for the town.

The large amount of material used the past year was accounted for 
by the deep fill on Eliot Street, the rebuilding of Grove Road, Wellesley 
Road, D Street and Maine Ave., and Beacon Street Ext., and heavy 
rains that occurred throughout the year causing bad wash-éuts. 


The following table seeks to show in a general way the results 
obtained from expenditures under both construction and maintenance 
since the organization of your Board. The term permanent refers to 
street with a broken stone base course of three or more inches, and a 
three-inch broken stone wearing surface bound with heavy bituminous 
material; while semi-permanent refers to streets with either a good 
gravel or broken stone surface treated with a bituminous binder and 
showing an ability to stand up under ordinary traffic for several years 
with no other work than occasional patching and bituminous treatments 
every year or two.

SNOW AND ICE 


During the last four or five years the problems of fighting snow 
has become increasingly important. This is due to the rapid develop- 
ment of automotive equipment, which demands that the roads are 
passable all seasons of the year. 

The purchase of a 5-ton Best Tractor the past year we were able 
to cope with the storms that drifted badly and with a new 5-ton Mack 
Truck purchased and equipped for ploughing snow, we are in a fair 
shape to care for most snow storms. 

A heavy duty scrapper was equipped on the tractor and it accom- 
plished very satisfactory results, throughout the year.

There have been 16 stoppages during this year about all due to 
roots of trees. The only serious stoppage was on Curve Street, several 
sections of the 15-inch trunk line collapsed, blocking the sewerage sys- 
tem in the area east of Western Ave. and South of Central Street. 

As it was estimated considerable time would be required to repair 
the break, due to the depth and not being able to locate a pump 
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' 


: 


immediately of sufficient capacity to handle the sewage and prevent 


the sewage from overflowing the street and backing into the cellars. 


It was decided to by-pass the sewage into a 36-inch drain pipe at South 
Main and Curve Street and return it to the main trunk. line at Curve 
Street and Pitts Street. 


MAIN SYSTEM 


During the past year the sewer was extended on North Main Street 
from Washington Ave. to Water Street. And during the coming sea- 
son sewer will be extended to Worcester Street. 


That many of the citizens and residents of North Main Street have 
been inconvenienced in the advancement of the work we are fully aware 
although we have endeavored to make is as slight as pgssible. 


The desired progress was not attained due to the large amount of 
ledge and ground water. Ledge was encountered for a distance of about 
300 feet near Kansas Street, in this section the average depth of excava- 
tion was about eleven feet. 


As no borings were taken to ascertain the amount of ledge in North 
Main Street. Ledge excavation was not included in the original esti- 
mate. The additional cost in this section due to ledge excavation was 
about $3,000.00 over the estimate cost. 


From Fisher Street southerly a distance of about 350 feet and 
northerly about 500 feet the desired grade was reached with difficulty 
due to excavation in quicksand. 


The trench in this section was excavated nearly two feet below 
grade and backfilled with gravel to make’'a good foundation for the 
pipes. 

The bracing and sheeting was another large item. The maximum 
depth of the excavation in this section was 18 feet. 


The general progress of the entire construction was effected owing 
to the exceptionally large quantity of ground water. 


There is a sufficient balance from the appropriation to complete the 
sewer construction to Worcester Street. 


A large amount of credit should be given to the Bay City excavator 
purchased by this department last spring for its help in being able to 
keep within the estimated cost under all the difficulty mentioned above. 


If an excavator had been. hired by the day as under the estimated 
construction cost, I am certain another appropriation would have been 
asked for this year to complete the construction. 


The Bay City excavator was also used on High Street Extension 
and Hayes Street sewer extension to good advantage. 


The following data will serve to illustrate the amount of main sewer 
extension during the past year.

PUMPING STATION 


The pumping equipment continues to run smoothly and in good 
condition. f 

The total pumpage for 1927 was 281,975,000 gals. which was 53,- 
465,000 gals. in excess of 1926. 

For detailed report of the Pumping Station, attention is called to 
the following Table No. 2. 

On Table 1, the month of July is chosen as a standard, as the 
sewage pumped is the lowest percentage of water pumped. It is as- 
sumed that there was no leakage into the system during July thence, 
the percentage of water pumped. It is assumed that there was no 
leakage into the system during July thence, the percentage of water 
pumped to sewage pumped (59%) is used as a standard.

PUMPING STATION 


_ Under the direction of the engineer, the station and equipment con- 
tinues to be maintained at a high standard. 


This is the largest year’s pumping since the Natick Water Works 
was established. 

The total pumpage for 1927 was 265,790,000 gals., which was 
22,040,000 gals. in excess of 1926. 

The report of 1918 shows a pumpage of 270,953,630 gals., due to 
an excessive cold winter resulting in a large waste through blows to 
‘keep mains from freezing, but there was no allowance made for slip 
at that time. 

Allowing four per cent for slip (which is the average) the actual 
pumpage for 1918 was 260,115,491 gals., or 5,674,509 less than 1927. 

While the station performance was higher this year than last, the 
cost of pumping per million gallons (fuel cost) was slightly higher, 


owing to an increased cost of fuel. The cost per million gals. in 1926 
was $9.33 against $9.71 in 1927. 


FORCE MAIN AND RESERVOIR 


All gates in the force main have been inspected. No repairs being 
necessary.

DISTRIBUTION SYSTEM 


With the replacing of the twelve-inch water main from Lincoln 
Street to Lincoln Square, the progress of encircling the following sec- 
tion of the town is complete. 

The area west of Dewey Street, east of Main Street, north of 
East and Sherman Streets to Lincoln Street and north of East Central 
from Lincoln Street to Lincoln Square is encircled with a twelve-inch 
cast iron main, providing ample fire protection for the centre of the 
town. 

The cement-lined water main on North Main Street from Wash- 
ington Avenue to Water Street has been replaced with ten-inch cast 
iron. The remaining distance from Water Street to Worcester 
Street will be replaced during the coming season. 


An appropriation should be made to continue replacing the old 
cement lined water main on North Main Street from Worcester Street 
to the Wayland town line. 
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Should a break occur in the section north of Worcester Street, the 
total length of North Main Street from Worcester Street to the Way- 
land Line would be without fire protection except the small amount 
of water that might be received from the Town of Wayland, as the 
only source of supply to this section is through the main on North 
Main Street at Worcester Street. 

Table 3 accompanying this report gives detailed information of the 
construction activities of this division during the past year, while the 
financial report gives total costs. 

Unit costs including stock, material, labor, all appurtenances in- 
volved, short connections with existing lines at intersections, and neces- 
sary service connections as follows: 


12 inch per lin. ft. $4.23

All gates in the system have been inspected and gates operated, 
repairs being made, and gate boxes raised to surface of street where 
necessary.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC 
WELFARE 


Laws were enacted by the legislature of 1927 changing the names 
of town and city homes and almshouses to infirmaries, which appears 
to be in line with the purpose for which these places were established, 
a home for the old and infirm. 

Another law was passed providing for the payment of continued 
state and mothers’ aid cases once a year, cities and towns will lose six 
months’ interest on these bills, as prior to this new law bills were ren- 
dered every six months. 

There have been some expensive cases of large families caused by 
sickness, which has increased our expenditures above the appropriation. 

Except for the poor season at the Infirmary for crops, the place 
has been run as well as usual. We thank the M. E. Church choir for 
their service of song and praise, and to all others who have given 
in any way a word of kindness or gift. 

After serving on this Board nearly 25 years, William F. Finn 
departed from this life October 19, 1927. We shall ever remember 
Mr. Finn as a genial, kind and just official.

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REPORT OF TOWN PHYSICIAN 


To the Board of Public Welfare of Natick: 

Herewith is my report of the work of the Town Physician of 
Natick for 1927. 

While there has been little serious illness among the people of - 
whom you have charge, you will see by the attached list that I have 
not been idle during the year. This is largely owing to a few fami- 
lies who send with little or no cause and one long case at the town 
infirmary who has been seriously ill many times. 

I am able to report that conditions at the Infirmary are all 
right. The inmates are well fed, clean and as happy as people can 
be who have no home of their own and must depend for care on 
those not of their own blood. There are 14 inmates at present, 6 
men and 8 women. The average age is 71 and 5-14. 4 inmates 
have died during the year—2 men and two women. Two died in 
the Morse Hospital, one in Westboro and one at the Infirmary. Of 
the causes of death, one died insane, one of erysipelas and two of 
growths. 

I have averaged three visits a month at the Infirmary, exclud- 
ing one woman on whom I have made many visits. On her alone 
I have made 52 calls on account of kidney disease causing sudden 
attacks of fits and coma. Outside I have made 117 visits, which 
makes my total number of visits 205.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 


To the Citizens of Natick: 


Your trustees respectfully submit the following report of the con- 
dition and needs of the Town’s Library. 


The Morse Institute opened its doors to the public in 1874, with a 
library of 5,000 volumes and space in its book room for 12,000. This 
seemed a goodly allowance for a town library 54 years ago, when there 
were fewer books in the world, and no provision had been made in the 
plans for future enlargement of book space. Thirty years later, the 
books, numbering over 17,000, had crowded out the pleasant magazine 
reading room which originally occupied the second floor. Meantime the 
Young People’s Library, established in 1900, had filled one-half the 
first floor, leaving only a comparatively small room, remote from super- 
vision by the librarian, for a reading room. Twenty-four years ago, 
every department of the library was deemed to be overcrowded. 


Since then. the book collection has grown to over 40,000 volumes ; 
but one-fourth of them, for lack of room upstairs, have to be stored in 
the cellar, leaving 30,000 available for service. This number cannot 


be increased in the present quarters. When a new book is bought, some 
other book must be discarded. 


In the meantime, the number of persons using the books has in- 
creased threefold. The borrowers registered now number 8,809, and on 
an average each one last year carried home ten books. 


In 1921 plans were made for enlarging and improving the library 
building so as to double the useful space for each department, and, by 
placing the books and delivery desk on the first floor, to make it more 
convenient for the public. Because of unusual school expenditures, 
your trustees have delayed from year to year asking aid from the town 
treasury for carrying out these plans; but the time has now come when 
this improvement cannot be longer postponed without serious loss to 
the Town. The building is now in such condition that, unless now 
remodelled, extensive repairs will be immediately necessary, including 
renewal of the old boiler, which should be replaced by a new heating 
plant adapted to the enlarged building. 


The public library is an important part of the Town’s educational 
system. Larger quarters are urgently needed for its several depart- 
ments if it is to give the service to the townspeople that its staff is 
capable of giving and that its patrons have a right to demand. The 
Institute corporation already has the necessary land in the rear of the 
present building, and gifts from the Walnut Hill School now held by 
it, amounting to over $13,000, will make the task of the Town easier. 

Your trustees believe that this long delayed work should be done 
this year, and so well done that the result will be a source of pride, 
pleasure and increasing service to the townspeople for many years to 
come. The architect’s original sketches of the proposed enlargement 
are reprinted here from the Town Report of 1921 to give a general 
idea of the plan, although some changes and improvements in detail 
have been made, as a result of study and conference with persons ex- 
perienced in library work. The main features comprise an addition 
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about fifty feet square at the rear of the present building and the 
removal of the partitions in the lower story of the old building, so as 
to make, together, one spacious room on the street floor, which will con- 
tain the book delivery desk and the principal part of the main library. 
The Young People’s Library will then occupy the second floor, with a 
separate entrance and stairway from Washington Street. 

The main floor plan shows the delivery desk near the center and 
bookcases in the rear, to which the public will have free access. Other 
bookshelves in the basement are reached by a short stairway from the 
desk, and the general reading rooms occupy the space in front. 

The trustees wish to acknowledge the generosity of the Walnut 
Hill School in continuing its annual gift to the Building Improvement 
Fund, and to commend the faithful work of the Institute staff, which, 
under difficult conditions, has made the library increasingly useful each 
year. The reports of the Librarian and Treasurer, which follow, are 
presented as part of our report,

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of the Morse Institute: 


An account of the work for 1927 is here recorded. It shows a con-. 
tinuous growth, as the total circulation is 86,357 volumes, which is an 
increase of 5,525 over that of 1926. 


Credit for most of this gain is to be given to the Young People’s 
Library, for more children have taken out cards this year and more 
schools have had books on deposit than ever before. 


The Main Library suffered a decrease during the scarlet fever 
epidemic, for many adult readers became alarmed and gave up their 
cards for the time being, so the circulation for the entire year is only 
208 ahead of 1926; but from July first until December thirty-first, there 
was a gain of nearly 2,000 volumes over the corresponding months of 
last year. 

There need be no fear of contracting disease from the books, for 
none are delivered where it is known that there is any contagious illness, 
and if any should happen to be out where such sickness occurs, they 
cannot be returned until the family is out of quarantine, and then the 
books are burned. 

The large number of volumes in the library would indicate that there 
should be a larger circulation than we already have, but with nearly 
10,000 in the basement subjected to the inroads of ashes, coal-dust, and 
mould, and scant room for those which are in use, opportunities for 
expansion are curtailed rather than extended. 


Fiction has decreased another 1 per cent, and the non-fiction added 
seems to have been especially interesting to the general reader, judging 
by the number of reserve slips filed. Also no complaints have been 
made of any of the books being “Un-American.” 


The increased interest in adult education by the individual, special 
clubs, and those taking University Extensity courses, together with the 
teachers who in their advanced work make maiiy requests for books, 
indicate that actual progress is being made in spite of the unsatisfactory 
conditions. 

A set of the “Reading with a purpose” series published by the 
American Library Association has been bought, and is-steadily grow- 
ing in favor with all those readers who are desirous of information on 
subjects worthy of note, and who do not have much time to give to an 
extensive course, although each volume has a short bibliography for 
those who wish to delve further. 

One most important work accomplished this year has been the 
overhaulifg of all the old numbers of the Natick Observer and the 
Natick Times which had been kept in portfolios, and both covers and 
papers were rapidly going to pieces. They are one of the most valuable 
possessions of the library for historical purposes and cannot be replaced. 

Mr. George Fairbanks very kindly took the whole collecticn, looked 
them over, sorted them ovt, and put them into a condition to be repaired 
and bound, which was done in Boston under his direction, a friend of 
the library furnishing the amount necessary. 
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A fireproof case is really essential for the preservation of these 
papers, for there is nothing to take their place if they were destroyed, 
and much of historic value would be lost to the town. 


Another gift to the library which has proved indispensable has 
been a book truck, and it is not only a great assistance in moving books 
but also increases the room threefold in cataloging. 


Through the efforts of the Natick Woman’s Club, the Catholic 
Woman’s Club, and many individual donors, 428 books and 143 National 
Geographic Magazines were received and packed at the Morse Institute 
by Mr. Brigham, and sent to the Boston Public Library to be dis- 
tributed to the sailors of the American Merchant Marine, and the 
acknowledgment showed how welcome they were. 


The Conservation Committee of the Natick Woman’s Club, Miss 
Myrtle Markham, Chairman, presented the library with a copy of the 
“Practical value of birds” by Junius Henderson, and to the Young 
People’s Library an “Audubon Bird chart of our common birds” in 
colors. The use made of them has proved their worth. 


On the recommendation of Mr. George H. Evans, Librarian at 
Somerville, the Trustees agreed to the proposition of Mr. N. M. Dyer 
of Boston to furnish large single sheets with a copy of the Declaration 
of Independence in facsimile on one side, and in print on the other, with 
a picture of the Morse Institute and a few descriptive words relating 
to its history, a list of the first Board of Trustees and that of the pres- 
ent time, and the hours of opening; the expense to be met, at no cost 
to the library, by those whom he personally selected to solicit. 


Twelve firms and corporations most generously gave to its pub- 
lication, and nearly two thousand copies have been distributed to all 
the contributors and their employees, to the schools, to Miss Gregg for 
use in her Americanization work, to town departments, and many places 
of business employing a large number of men, and the recipients have 
seemed much pleased to have them. 


Much more work is done in the Reference Room than would seem 
possible with the limited space, but there is not sufficient for the de- 
mands upon it, and there is no chance for expansion. 


With the annuals which are added regularly to this department, 
Bartlett’s latest edition, revised and enlarged, of his Familiar quota- 
tions, Hoyt’s New cyclopedia of practical quotations, and the Music 
Lovers’ encyclopedia have been included. Also four volumes of the 
Vital records of Massachusetts, and volume eight of the Journals of the 
House of Representatives of Massachusetts, 1727-1729, which were pre- 
sented by the Secretary of State. 


Last but not least this room has been given a set of the Pageant of 
America to be in 15 volumes, of which nine have been received. They 
cover every topic fully, are profusely illustrated, and comprise the 
following titles : 


Adventures in the Wilderness, 
Toilers of Land and Sea, 
March of Commerce, 

Epic of Industry, 

Winning of Freedom, 

American Spirit in Letters, 
American Spirit in Architecture, 
Builders of the Republic, 
American Spirit in Art. 
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There has been considerable improvement in the quietness of the 
Reading Room this fall and winter, but the full quota of periodicals 
cannot be kept here until there is a different arrangement, which is 
impossible with the present location. 

The Young People’s Library has had a most successful year which 
is described in the following report of Miss Loomer, Librarian of this 
department. 


REPORT 


The work in the Young People’s Library has shown a marked 
increase during the last year. In spite of the room being closed for 
more than a week in June, our circulation has mounted until it is three 
thousand in advance of the previous year. 

Due to the scarlet fever epidemic during the summer months fewer 
books went out. Also we felt it would not be advisable to distribute 
books at Wellesley Park during the vacation months. 

This year we are sending books to three grades in the Oak Grove 
School, as well as to the West, East, and Nathan Rice Schools. Miss 
Markham of the Eliot School has seen that all of her pupils are sup- 
plied with cards, and has the librarian of her room come to the library 
to exchange their books. Getting acquainted with us in this way will 
aid them when they are asked to do reference work in the Junior High 
School. 

The story hour of Friday afternoon is well attended and from the 
rapt attention of the children I think the stories are fully appreciated. 
Miss Sylvester is to be congratulated on her ability to hold the atten- 
tion of so many small listeners. 

Book Week this year was observed with the usual display of new 
books. Many parents showed interest in what was being given to their 
children to read by coming in. Needless to say the boys and girls them- 
selves were most enthusiastic over the new books. We were assisted 
by the Literature Committee of the Natick Woman’s Club. under the 
direction of Mrs. Healy. 

Dr. Lavelle gave us several books this year, also Harry Green. 

During the spring and summer months we tried to be in the general 
fashion, by holding a questionnaire club. The latter part of the hour 
was devoted to reading some standard book.

Concerning Book Week, we were given a hundred foot film adver- 
tising the event, which can be used another year also, Mrs. Harris 
very kindly ran it in the Natick Theatre the entire week, as well as 
the Saturday afternoon and evening before. 

In addition, twenty-six of the pupils of Miss Ratsey at the High 
School drew very artistic posters for the occasion, and the banks and 
stores generously gave space in their windows for their display. 

Mrs. Jeremiah J. Healy, Chairman of the Literature Committee of 
the Natick Woman’s Club, arranged to have some member of the Com- 
mittee on duty each afternoon and evening to relieve the library force, 
and they gladly responded. 

One of the gifts to the Children’s Room has been a twenty-tray 
card catalog case, of which the room was in need, for the old one was 
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much too small for use. This one is of the unit type so that it can be 
enlarged to any size considered necessary. 


The Boston Public Library has assisted us as heretofore with many 
volumes for reference, sent through the Inter-Library-Loan, a privilege 
which cannot be overestimated. 


It is impossible to acknowledge all gifts publicly with the little room 
allowed, but they have been. many, including Federal and State Docu- 
ments, books and pamphlets from corporations and firms, and various 
individual publications.

Also at the end of the year Miss Doris Coburn, who had been a 
substitute in the Young People’s Library for two years, resigned to 
accept a better position. The financial returns of a substitute are slight, 
so while we were sorry to lose her, we could not expect to keep her. 

There has been much work accomplished this year for which the 
continued efficiency and loyalty of the staff and janitor is responsible, 
and we all thank the Trustees for their unfailing support.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 


The Trustees of the Leonard Morse Hospital submit their report 
for the fiscal year closing on December 31, 1927. 


There have been but few features of interest requiring special 
mention. The hospital has functioned as it was expected to do by 
being ready at all times to receive those needing its services in a manner, 
we believe, satisfactory to the citizens of the town. 


Early in the year we engaged Dr. Joseph B. Howland, Superin- 
tendent of the Peter Bent Brigham Hospital, to make a survey of our 
institution and submit a comprehensive plan for the future development 
and for the guidance of the Trustees. Dr. Howland made what we 
believe are valuable recommendations under the headings: 


Trustees. 
Administration. 
Staff. 

Training School. 
Physical Needs. 


eaeie of these recommendations have been already adopted, and we 
expect to follow others in the future. 


In June Miss Celia Ferguson resigned as Superintendent and her 
position was filled by the appointment of Miss Asta Erpestad, who 
came to us from the Rhode Island Hospital at Providence where she was 
Superintendent of Nurses. The Rhode Island Hospital is the second 
largest training school in New England, there being from one hundred 
and eighty to two hundred student nurses. Miss Erpestad received her 
training at the Newton Hospital, where for some years she held the 
position of Assistant Superintendent. We confidently expect that in 
Miss Erpestad we have an executive who will place and keep the hospital 
at a high state of efficiency. She assumed her duties on September Ist. 
Miss Gertrude E. Nelson has been appointed Assistant Superintendent 
in place of Miss Whitney, resigned. 


In October, Dr. William A. Sylvester, who had so long and faith- 
fully served as an Attending Physician, resigned as he felt that the 
duties should devolve on a younger man. Dr. Sylvester has been made 
Attending Emeritus. Dr. Ewald G. Baum has been advanced to the 
position made vacant by the resignation of Dr. Sylvester. 


On October 26th, a joint meeting of the staff and trustees was 
held at the hospital when we had for the speaker Dr. Norman C. Baker, 
of the Massachusetts General Hospital. The conference was arranged to 
learn what steps were needed on the part of the Staff and Trustees 
that the hospital might be certified by the American College of Surgeons. 
Out of this meeting has grown an organization of the Staff with Dr. 
L. B. Rowe as President. We are satisfied that with an organization 
of the Staff holding monthly meetings, when the various cases at the 
hospital will be discussed, the clinical records of patient’s illness will 
be much improved, this being one of the requirements of the American 
College of Surgeons. Further, from the conferences of the Staff, we 
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erp 


expect that valuable suggestions will be made which will result in 
greater efficiency. 

The following have been added to the Staff and are given in their 
order of appointment— 

David Cheever, M. D.—Consulting Tees of the Peter Bent 
Brigham Hospital, ‘Boston. 

John Homans, M. D.—Consulting naan) of the Peter Bent 
Brigham Hospital, Boston. 

David E. Mann—Assisting Physician, of Needham. 

An important rule applying to the Staff was adopted in November. 
A member of the Staff, when reaching the age of sixty-five, must 
automatically retire. This rule is in line, with a similar restriction, 
in most of the large hospitals.

Trust Company, and were examined on January 27, 1928. We refer you 
to Pages 3 and 4 inclusive for the detail of these securities. 


All income from investments was verified with the exception of the 
following :

The Training School, which is accredited by the Massachusetts 
Board of Registration of Nurses, was established in 1900 and gives a 
three years’ course in nursing with an affiliated six months’ service of 
Pediatrics, Medical Nursing and Gynecology at the Boston City Hos- 
pital. 

The curriculum as outlined for approved schools has been carried 
on throughout the year. This was made possible by the ready response 
of the doctors to support and assist with the teaching program and by 
their willingness to hold clinics and demonstrations when possible. 

The School is grateful to the Ladies’ Aid Association for their gift 
of fifty dollars with which to purchase additional reference books for 
the students’ library. The manikins of different parts of the human 
body which were given by the Alumnae Association last year are 


very valuable adjuncts to the teaching equipment and are appreciated 
by students and instructors. 
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At the close of the year the census of the School showed fewér 
students than usual. This was due partly to the fact that the entering 
classes in recent years have been smaller than formerly. Another rea- 
son may be found in the longer affliated service. It has been necessary 
for a time to employ more graduate nurses in order to give the patients 
the care to which they are entitled. 


In order to attract the intelligent applicant it is essential ie have 
the School approved and to have attractive, comfortable living quarters 
with sufficient recreational and class room facilities. The Nurses’ 
Home, which has not been enlarged since it was built twenty years 
ago, is no longer adequate. At present there are many rooms occupied 
by two students that were originally intended for one, and it is diffh- 
cult to maintain good standards of life and work in crowded quarters. 
The need of additional housing facilities for the nurses presents a 
problem for consideration in the near future. 


The fine spirit of friendliness and co-operation manifested in so 
many ways by the members of the medical and surgical staff and by 
other friends of the hospital is essential to the growth and develop- 
ment of the School and is most sincerely appreciated.
